A purse race witli $1,200 :uhled 
at the odd mile and three -sixteenths distance 
featured, and despite Ins hard race of tlie day Im‘- 
fore it furnished an easy victory for Sway, with 
Oniond in sec<nid place and the newcomer, Pictor, 
recently acguire<l by C. W. Clark, landing in third 
place. Sway’s victor.v was achieved in the most 
easy style, ami Van Dunsen did not have to release 
him from restraint to aceomplisli his sueeess. Pic- 
tor’s showing was disappointing. His connections 
held him in high favor and he flattered by main- 
taining the lead for the first half mile, biJt he 
retired uuickl.v when it came to a real drive. 

The track was still in a bad wa.v, tlie early morn- 
ing fogs that |)reyailed here prevented it from dry- 
ing to any appreciable extent. Track conditions did 
not seem to bother tlie backers, for they indulged 
in siK'culatioii in confident fasiiion and the most 
of them were eminently successful, for most of 
the w’inners came fniin the favorites. Many of the 
contests were proiluctive of close finishes, with 
the winners barely getting up in time to get the 
decision.

Scotch Verdict Furnishes a Surprise and Tom Mc- 
Taggart an Upset in Main Race of Day. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., October 24. — The program for 
today at the Eiiipin? City track was a nu*dioort? 
one, the Yonkers Consolation Handicap at one mile 
and seventy yards, and the Albion at one mile and 
three sixteenths, serving as features. Muddy track 
conditions made the selections of winners a most 
difficult task, favorites being bowled over with 
startling regularity during the afternoon. 

The greatest surprise came with the running of 
the Consolation Handicap, W’on by Scotch Verdict at 
the remunerative odds of 20 to 1. Withdrawals 
reduced the field to six in the feature. Hollister. 
Tenons Bon. Wee I.<ouise and Fell Swoop declining 
the issue. Tom MeTaggart’s mud running proclivi- 
ties being well know’ii, the son of Chuetanunda was 
made a strong favorite, but N. Duggan rushed 
Scotch Verdict to the front at the start and opened 
up a gap of ten lengths on his opponents. Tom 
MoTaggart and Blairgowrie valiantly but hopelessly 
pursued the flying pacemaker, the Fay horse never 
faltering kejit on to w’iu with the rider looking 
backward. Tom McTaggart just lasted to take 
second place from Blairgowrie, which was an easy 
third. 

.\nierican Soldier proved a rare mud runner in 
the first race and spreadeagled his opi>osition at 
the finish. Eastern Glow and Belgian Queen ont- 
sta.ved the balance, finishing second and third re- 
spectively. IxM-nst I>*ave8, the favorite, flouiidere<l 
in the go*ing. Larghetto quit after showing early 
sjieed. 

A nondescript collection of maiden three-year- 
olds faced the starter for the sec-ond race, Joe 
J(K* being considered the most probable winner. 
Off to a good start. Different Eyes assumed the 
lead, closely followed b.v Title and Joe Joe. This 
order was maintained for half the journey, when 
Title went to the front and opened up 'a wide gap, 
which he held to the end. Joe Joe followed the 
pai-emaker throughout, but could not overtake the 
winner. Different Eyes hehl on long enough to 
save third place by a short head. 

BACK BAY FAILS SUPPORTERS. 

Favorite backers were still at sea, the first 
choice. Back Bay, being defeated in the third race 
by Uncle’s Xiassle, which shot into an early lead 
and increased it as the race progressed. Back 
Bay tried desperately to overcome the leader, but 
with little success. ^larmite caught Helen Atkin 
tiring ami saved the third iiortion of the purse. 

Another favorite went <lown to defeat in the fifth 
race, J. L. Price’s Lucius was r«‘lied uimui by 
form backers to save them from utter rout, but 
the son of L'ldor ran most disapptiintingly. Belle 
RolH*rts being returned an easy winner from Paddy 
Dear and Koh-i-Nisir. Lucius, the favorite, fin- 
ished a distant fourth. 

.\t the com*lusion of the race won by Scot«*h 
Verdict the further entr.v of the gelding was re- 
fused and the license of trainer G, H. Morton 
was Kusi>ende«l h.v order of the stewards, and the 
entire case referred to the stewards of the Jockey 
riiib. 

G. IVterson purchased at private terms Swirl 
from the Oneok Stable and Blue Star from W. R. 
Coe. 

H. Dernham sold Dandy Dude, which he secured 
through tlie claiming route, to his former owmer, 
the Marrone Stable. 

T. J. Carroll bought L’lufirmier from the Crow’n 
Stable and he ran in the new owner’s interests 
and colors t<Mlny. 

Jockey T. Rowan was forced to cancel his riding 
engagements, due to an affliction of one eye. 

William Shea has presented the chestnut three- 
year-old colt The Cock, by Poussin — mare by 
Volodyovski — Wise Saw, to R. T. Wilson, who w’ill 
turn the colt over to the United States breeding 
bureau. 



SERIES OF SELLING RACES AT LAUREL 



Cheaper Grade of Horses Furnish Interesting Sport, 
Despite Bad Track Conditions. 



LAUREL, Md., October 24.— The races at Lsiurel 
today W’ere run over a heavy track. Tlie going was 
a bit sloppy for the first race, but got cut up. 
and for the remainder of the afternoon the footing 
was heavy. 

The curd was made up of a series of selling 
races, w’ith a majority of them furnishing inter- 
esting contests. 

The public found it difficult to pick the win- 
ners, favorites going dow*n to defeat in the first 
four races. Flying Welshman was the choice in 
the opener, and after oi>ening an eight- length lead 
in the stretch, apiiearaiig an easy winner, tired sud- 
denly and was beaten by Goldine in a dazzling 
finish. Pinard was confidently supported in the 
second, hut fell a victim to the mare Tootsie, the 
latter getting up in the final strides. 

The following two races brought no relief to the 
talent, the most fancied ones in both races failing 
to race up to exi>ectntions. Sedan w’on the third 
narrowly, while Sibola had easy sailing in the 
fourth. 

Uobwebs, II. P. Whitney’s good filly, was the 
first favorite to win, her victory coming in the 
fifth and w’as easily accomplished. 

S. U. Hildreth on Thursday claimed from G. W. 
Forman the three-year-old fill.v, Frizeur, after her 
victory iu the fifth race. The price paid was 
$2,8.50. 

The surplus from selling and claiming nices on 
Thursday will make the overnight races on Satur- 
day worth $1,897.00 each. 

The Maryland State Fair will open on Monday. 
Luke ('assidy, the manager, has arranged for all 
sorts of attractions, including a Midw’ny. 

Hauberk, which has be<*n named as a probable 
starter in the Laurel Stakes, was named for the 
Laurel before the ruling made by the stew’ards at 
Havre de Grace barring his further entries. The 
ruling was against the horse, and not the owner, 
and the change of ownership will make no difference 
in Hiuitxrk’s status so far as overnight races are 
concerned. 

A few days ago Harry Payne Whitney and Mrs. 
Payne Whitney started horses in the same race, 
both trained by Albert Simons. They w’ere not 
coupled in the niuchines, but today Sadie I), and 
Dnisilla. owned in different interests and trained 
by N. K. Beal, were coupled. 

W. A. Burttschell will no longer .train the horses 
owned and raced by S. Louis, but W’ill continue 
training a public stable, includiug the horses owned 
by U. Skinker. J. W. Bean, B. Harding and H. 
Bilson. The Ijouis horses w’ill be handled by W. 
R. Shaffer.

Ilagerstow’ii meeting. si>orted colors in the third 
race and finished fourth.

Jack AtkiiUs 
brown son, dam Variant, by Disguise, dam Ben- 
my-ehree, dam of the Oaks winner. Cap and Bells, 
lias not quite the condition of the others, but is 
u fine sizeil colt, a far striding, easy walker, 
which as he Improves in condition suggests some- 
thing most attractive in apiM*arance. Take my 
word for it, you will hanlly know him after a win- 
ter’s eare and attention. The Cicero —Sea Mist 
fill.v. a bay. is stout ainl able, big enough, truly, 
but rather t«M> masculine in apiK*aranee to altogetlier 
suit my fancy. Tlie Cicero cliestnut colt looks 
like a si»eed marvel and his dam is Orillia, by 
I»chr3'nn. He has tremendous driving power, 
plenty of length, rather light, though, of neck, but 
I am sure he will run fast.

Violet Ray is a daughter of that famous 
r:iee and brood mure l..ady Violet and a inemlier 
of the Lady Blessington branch «»f the .No. 4 family, 
same as Mad Hatter. A lovely filly this one, bal- 
anced to ix*rfectiou. a eharaeteristically feminine 
head, quick bright eye. well set ear. sloping shoul- 
der. legs all under her and dev'doping at every 
lK)iiit. just In the right i>mportion. I do not 
think I *a*uM be mistaken in my estimate of her 
possibilities, and am particularly pleuscU to see her
